Crook, a companion of BuZalo Bill, and lu she 
employ of Col. Mason as courier at Camp Rob- 
inson, near this Agency,—togetber with William 
Dillon, were sent out in quest of Frederick 
Eckstadt (formerly of Chicago), who had, some 
few days before, started for here, with the 
United State mail, from Bowman’s ranch, on 
Hat Creek, forty miles from here, but had failed 
to report, and who, it was supposed, had been 
wavlaid by Indians or lost. 

The party found Eckstadt returning to the 
ranch, he having been attacked by Indians and 
slightly wounded. He then accompanied the 
party back towards the Agency, and they had 
proceeded to a place near Indian Creek, w 
they were attacked by a party of about twen 
Indians,—Eckstadt being killed instantly, and 
Dillon’s horse shot from under him, The Iu- 
diaus then made a 3 upon the party, and 
succeeded in killing Dillon, aiter having shot 
him several times, andin wounding Tate and 
Lewis and killing their horses.

The law abhors opprésaion and wrongs 
as to the rights of property as well as persons, and 
it isthe business: of the jaw, and of charts ad- 
ministering the law, to redress grievances and to 
protect the rights of the peopic.”—11 Wis., page 


Fifth—It is the great and overruling idea in all 
Governments that revenue must be supplied for 
their support. and ali the property ef the people ia 
liable to contribute thereto. These contributions 
are realized through and by the machinery of the 
taxing power. Our own statute is emphatic in the 
declaration that real property shall. in al] cases, be 
liable for the taxes thereon, and human ingenuity 
bas not yet devised any mode of escape from this 
liability. No alleustion of it can shield it from 
this demand. The owner may change his residence, 
yet the land remains, and the lien is upon it forev- 
er.’’—Almy vs, Hunt, 48 III. p. 46. 

Strth—All payments of taxes made under void 
proceedings are mere voluntary payments. Our 
Supreme Court have said, in a somewhat similar 
case, where payments had been made under void 
proceeding. that ‘‘ Payments made under the void 
proceodiage must be regarded as purely voluntary, 

ischarging the lands for which they were made, 
it is true, though elgg ground for a legal 
claim upon the balance to be levied on other lands 
to have any supposed excess refunded. + Such 
voluntary ments must be applied upon the cost 
of the work, and the balance unpaid ascertained. 
The ordinance of the Council, after designating 
such balance, must then specify what amount of 
such balance shall be assessed upon the property 
doomed specially benefited; and what chargeadle 
to the general fund. The portion to be assessed 
upon the real estate deemed specially benefited 
must be assessed in the manner, as nearly as may 
be, for a first assessment. ’'—Upion Building Asse- 
ciation vs. City of Chicago, 61 III. pp. 448-D. 

Seventh—Again ina similar ease our court has 
said: According to our Constitution and revenue 
laws, every pérson or corporation must pay a tax 
in proportion to the value of his or its property. 
There was the highest 1 upon appellee to 
pay the taxes. The law did not and could not ex- 
empt him from this obligation. He was. then, 
bound to pay the taxes on his property. This he 
did do; and, even though the assesemtnt was in- 
formal and irregular, and not strictly in conformi- 
ty to the statute, the money cannot be recovered 
back. Itwas not money which, in equity and 
goed conscience, onght to have been refbnded. 
Appellant had an equitable right to the taxes paid, 
and for the promotion of justice should retain the 
money."'—Supervisors of Stephenson County va. 
Manny, 55 III., p. 162; The People va. Braaley, 
38 III., p. 191; ¢ People vs. Miner, 46 III., p. 
374; Eddy vs. Smith. 13 Wend., p. 489. 

Fighth—As to the power of reassessment, that is 
inherent in the Legislature, and has been exercised 
repeatedly by the various States in the Union; but 
among the best considered cases upon this subject 
are Mills vs. Charleton, 20 Wis., p. 417; Dill vs. 
Roberts, 30 Wis., p. 184; and especially Tallman 
vs. The City of Janesville, 17 Wis., p. 74. 

In the case of Mills vs. Charleton, 29 Wis. , 417, 
the Court gay,: The reassessment of a tax, 
the proceedings for the collection of which have 
once failed, is not a reopening of the judgment by 
which such former proceedings were declared in- 
valid. Such judgment remains a perpetual stayof 
the proceedings to enforce the first assessment. but 
it only affects the assessment, and does not oper- 
ate upon new proceedings subsequently taken to 
reassess, It isa indgment merely in abatement 
of the original proceedings, and by which they are 
annulled, and not one affecting the groundwork 
or basis of the tax itself, upon which the Legisla- 
ture may again proceed in the exercise of ite unte- 
stricted power over the subject. The original pro- 
ceedings having failed for reasons which the Legis- 
lature may lawfully obviate, and the basis for tax- 
ation still remaining, namely, the pudlic benefit 
received, for which the Legislature say the roperty 
of the ¢itizens should pay, a reassessmen may 
authorised again. 

Tue principle upon which these and other sim- 
ilar decisions rest is, that the taxing power, when 
acting within its legitimate sphere and unrestrained 
by positive constitutional provision, is a far-reach- 
ing and unlimited power, which knows no stop- 
ping-place or moderation of force until it has ac- 
complished the purpose for which it exists, name- 
ly. the actual enforcement and collection of the 
tax. 

It moves constantly forward to its object until 
that ie accomplished, and. if turned aside by any 
obstacies or impediments, may return in and 
again to the same tax or assessment, until, the way 
being clear, the tax is paid or the assessment col- 
lected. Such is the force of. thie power or of the 
sovere body which exercises it, that it may re- 
obstacles and never cease to act until it 
hae attained the appointed end. 

Vin‘a—Can the land upon which the original tax 
was pu be reassessed, although it has since 
changed hands? Dillon, in his work on Municipal 
Corporations, p. 748, Sec. 65, says: 

The original assessment for a local improve- 
ment preving insuflicient, the Legislature may con- 
stitutionally authorize a reassessment aud make it 
operate upon no ay benefited, that is. upon 
all that was one ly liable to contribute, and 
such a law is valid even against the party purchas- 
ing intermediate the assessment reassess- 
ment; vested rights are not thereby impaired.”

PLAN FOR ELECTING OFFICERS. 
Yo the Editor of The Tribune. ; 

C40, Jan. 3.—At the request of 
with your consent, I will express a few thoughts 
through the medium of your paper on the sub- 
ject of electing our public officers. For the sake 
of brevity I will omit a detailed recital of the 
multifarious evils and corruptions attendant 
upon our present system, and proceed 
to describe as well as I can a plan which 
legalized and put in operation, would, 
r remedy most or all of the evils grow- 

out of our present system. 

he first step should be the registration of 
all vo which should be an official duty to be 
performed as much as the assessment 0 prop- 
erty for taxation, and might probably be per- 
formed by the same person, and at the time of 
assessment. Then an official board should be 
provided to sit daily for a given 3 of time 
to correct and fect the — which should 
then be final, and no one shoul be allowed a 
vote whose name did not appear on 
the Official register. The next step 
should be the selection of candidates 
in the following manner,—in pursuance of suit- 
able laws. The Clerk of the County Court in 
charge of the registry-books should issue to 
each voter s duplicate ballot bearing his official 
seal. and signature, containing a list of ali of- 
fices to be filled, a suitable time before the elec- 
tion for such officers, which ballots should be 
sent to voters through the Post-Office, and be b 
each voter filled up according to his chdice, an 
one of each duplicate ballot returned through 
the Post-Office to the office whence it emanated, 
aod from the ballots thus returned agiven num- 
ber, say four, having the largest number of 
votes for each office to be filled, should stand as 
legally selected candidates at the ensuing elec- 
tiou, Which should be conducted in the same 
manner asthe nominating election, provided, 
however, that each voter should be fur- 
nished (by mail) with a printed return-sheet of 
the nominating vote of his precinct, thus pro- 
viding cach voter the means of detecting error 
or fraud ti any should exist in the count of his 
precinct; and upon the completion of the count 
at the final election cack candidate should be- 
furnished a return list of the votes returned in 
his district. In case any one legally chosen as a 
candidate should decline to run for the office 
for which he was chosen, the next highest on 
the list at the nominating election who would 
be willing to serve might properly fill his place. 

The foregoing is the outline of my plan, 
which doubtless could be much improved. and 
erfected, and I offer these thoughts mainly to 

raw the attention to the subject of those well 
qualified to perfect this matter, and induce its 
legalization and acceptance. R.

but as it costs something for railroad fare 
and refreshments these close times, it is not 
likely that all of those of the blood-tub kind 
will attend, unless the law-and-order class 
pay their expenses. 


A very décided change for the better has 
been noticeable in the political atmosphere 
during the past few days; indeed, the im- 


‘proved tone-of sentiment may be said to 


have begun at about the time when it became 
known that the prominent Southern Demo- 
crats in Congress were not in harmony with 
the policy of violence and revolution in con- 
nection with the Presidential question. In 
cheerful confirmation of the belief that the 
day of . war-talk has sed comes an author- 
ized statement of the Views of Senator Barn, 
whose expressions, as a member of the Senate 
branch of the Compromise Committee, are of 
especial significan®ée. Senator Bayarp states 
in unmistakable terms his disapproval of the 
extreme measures that have been advocated 
by men of his party. There shout be no 
suggestion of violerce,” he declares, * if 
Hayes is inaugurgted under the sanction of 
law ;” and he adds: I do not believe he 
will be inaugurated in violation of the forms 
of law.” This is the belief of the best ele- 
ments of both political parties, moderate and 
patriotic men who cordially coincide with 
Senator Bayaxp in the opinion that the Con- 
stitution contains clear and ample means for 
the solution of the difficulty. What the 
country needs just now is more of this kind 
of talk, and less of the kind that has led to 
the calling of the useless and mischievous 
Democratic mass-meetings that are to be held 
on the 8th inst. 4 


The true inwardness of the Oregon fraud 
begins to develop richly under the searching 
inquiry instituted by the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. Enough was 
elicited yesterday to indicate clearly the 
intention and ability of the Committee 
to trace to its source in New York 
a corruption fund of $25,000 that was for- 
warded to Oregon to lubricate the machinery 
that should grind out the one Electoral vote 
necessary to elect Tuyen. Of this fund, 
$3,000 has already been run to earth. It 
found its way to Cnonm's pocket, and was 
paid him, according to his own testimony, 
by the Chairman of the Oregon State Demo- 
cratic Committee. This money was Cronin’s 
share of the fund. It came toZhim in the 
form of expenses, to,defray the cost of 
his trip to Washington, which, at the outside, 
should not exceed one-third of $3,000. 


There remains a balance of $22,000 to be 
accounted for, and the amount required by 


the other parties to the fraud for their ex- 
penses will throw some light on the ques- 
tion. The refusal of the manager of the 
telegraph office at Jacksonville, Ore., to an- 
swer questions touching drafts forwarded 
from New York by telegraph has thus far 
balked the Committee’s efforts to reach the 
facts about the remainder of the $25,000, but 
the scent is warm and the prospect excellent 
that the game will be bagged somewhere in 
the vicinity of that bar’l” which we heard 


80 much about during the campaign. 
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It seems that there is no repressing the 
ordinary politician even after he has placed 
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fore the Senate in January, aniendments 
increasing the pay of Senators and Represent- 
atives to $8,000 and $7,000 were made and 
laid on the table, and the bill passed without 
any action on that subject. On Feb. 7, Mr. 
Borten, of Massachusetts, reported a bill 
increasing all the salaries of the President, 
Cabinet, and Judiciary, and also increasing 
that of the Senators and Representatives to 
$8,000 a year, the increase to date back two 
years. He moved that the Committee on 
A be instructed to embody this 
bill in one of the Appropriation bills, which 
motion was rejected. The Appropriation 
bill being under consideration, he moved to 
add thereto his bill, the salaries of Senators 
and Representatives being fixed at 7,500 
ench, which amendment was agreed to in 
Committee of the Whole. When the vote was 
taken by yeas and nays, Burza's amend- 
ment was rejected. The sum was then fixed 
at $6,500, and passed the House. In the 
Senate, the question being on agreeing to 
the House amendment, Mr. Epmunps 
moved to strike out all that relates 
to Senators and Representatives, which was 
rejected, Tx voting no. The Senate 
then rejected the amendment. A Committee 
of Conference was then appointed. In this 
Committee the salaries of members of Con- 
gress was fixed at $7,500 each. The House 
adopted the amendment. In the Senate the 
report was also adopted, and among the 
names recorded in favor of it is Trumsv.t. 
In 1874 the Democracy repudiated Rosryson, 
who was not even nominated; MarsmaLyu 
was defeated in a district which this year gave 
six thousand Democratic majority. Trum- 
BULL sank under the weight of the salary- 
grab; but now, with his accomplices in the 
salary-grab business, asks a re-election to the 
Senate. We do not believe that the public 
have changed their disapproval of that 
shameful steal; time has rather shown the 
magnitude of the great outrage,—the voting 
to each of their two years’ unearned back- 
pay; and we have no idea that the people 
of Illinois desire, expect, or want any of 
these salary-grabbers to be elected to the 
Senate. 


ANEW ELECTION IW LOUISIANA. 

Some time since Taz Two called at- 
tention to the existence of an old United 
States statute which enables a State to hold a 
new Presidential election where there has 
been a failure to appoint Presidential Elect- 
ors according to law. The law is simply as 
follows: 

Whenever any State has held an election for the 
purpose of choosing Electors, and has failed to 
make a choice.on the day prescribed by law, the 
Electors may be appointed on à subsequent day in 
such a manner as the Legislature of such State may 


direct. 

At the time attention was called to this 
provision the Democrats were claiming South 
Carolina and Fiqrida as vigorously as they 
now claim Louisiana, and the suggestion was 
thrown out that any application of this law 
should embrace Mississippi, Which the 
Republicans claim was carried by fraud, 
force, and violence, as well as Florida, South 
Carolina, and Louisiana, where the result 
was questioned by the Democrats. Since 
then the complication has been simplified by 
the admission on the part of the Democrats 
that the Hayzs Electors were chosen in 
South Carolina, and by a recount of the votes 
in Florida, under the order and direction of 
the Supreme Court, which showed that 
Florida also voted for Hares. We suppose 
that the Republicans would concede Missis- 
sippi to the Democrats in case any plan 
could be agreed upon for determining the 
result in Louisiana. 

This, then, would leave the whole issue 
dependent on the vote of Louisiana. If 
‘Louisiana is counted for Harzs, Hares will 
be elected; if for Tupen, Tum will be 
elected. This being known beforehand, it is 
difficult to conceive of any compromise on 
the present vote that shall not, predetermine 
the result except that of holding the election 
over in that one contested State. On the 
one side there is the allegation that the 
Democrats obtained the apparent majority 
of votes in Louisiana by an organized system 
of fraud, intimidation, and violence; on the 
other side it is alleged that the Republicans 
obtained the final count by the Returning 
Board's abuse of the powers conferred upon 
it by law. This conflict of opinion seems to 
be irrepressible and irreconcilable. 
eminent citizens who went into Louisiana to 
watch the count, all who belong to the 
Democratic party report that the Returning 
Board acted dishonestly and cheated in the 
count ; and ail the Republicans report that 
the Board was fully garranted in its action 
by both the law and the facts, as violence 
and murder were used by the Democrats to 
carry the election. Of the Senate and House 
Congressional Committees now there it is 
probable that the Senate Committee; 
being Republican, will sustain the Returning 
Board in the exercise of its lawful function 
of purging the bulldozed: ballot-boxes of the 
results of intimidation and force, and that 
the House Committee, being Democratic, 
will contend that there was little or no in- 
timidation, and that the Board committed a 
fraud. Coming to Congress itself, we find 
one House largely Democratic and the other 
decidedly Republican, with no law or regu- 
lation to direct their action in regard to 
counting the votes. Up to this point there 
is a dead-lock, and neither side exhibit the 
slightest symptom of yielding to the other. 

Under these circumstances, what more nat- 
ural or impartial scheme of compromise can 
be suggested than the holding of a new elec- 
tion for Presidental Electors in Louisiana 
this winter? Of course the law we have 
cited merely affords the opportunity for pur- 
suing this course legally. Its adoption must 
be by mutual agreement of both parties as 
represented in Congress, and the sug- 


gestion to have proper force must 
come from the Conference Commit- 
tee of the two Houses which has 


the Presidential question under discus- 
sion. It is certainly worthy of serious con- 
‘sideration by this Committee. An agree- 
ment upon this plan by Congress would 
bring such a pressure to bear upon both par- 
ties in Louisiana that neither could refuse to 
acquiesce in it. Anew election would be 
held in the presence of thousands of promi- 
nent citizens from all parts of the country. 
Both parties would put forth their best ef- 
forts, and foth parties would be so numer- 
ously and intelligently represented by com- 
mittées in every parish that fraud and intim- 
idation would be alike impossible. The re- 
sult would undoubtedly commend itself to 
the confidenee of the entire country, what- 
ever it might be. The situation is of that 
kind which makes the choice of 
the next President turn upon the vote of 
Louisiana. | 

If the two Houses of Congress can come to 


that will be sufficient, and end the perilous 
Mispute ; but our suggestion is based on the 
assumption that no rule or agreement is pos- 
sible, and that the danger of the inaugura-

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tion of two Presidents or civil war becomes | 


imminent ; then, as the only possible com- 
promise to avert a catastrophe, perhaps, let 
the election in Louisiana be held over again 
in the way stated, and thus end the dispute 
forever. We believe the State is Republican, 
and would be carried triumphantly by that 
party at a fair election, but the Democrats 
claim just the contrary. 

Now, what better way is there for ascer- 
taining the real majority in Louisiana, and so 
satisfactorily settling the whole question, 
than by voting over?

WHAT B CONGRESS? 

The astute person in the Times office who 
is trying to count in Mr. TD as President 
without any regard to Constitution, lew, 
precedent, or common sense, appears to be 
profoundly ignorant of what constitutes 
Congress. The Constitution says that the 
Electoral votes shall be opened by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate in the presence of the 
Senate and the House. of Representa- 
tives. Having opened them, the Times man 
says that he delivers their inclosures to 
Congress” ; that he has no right to open 
them ‘‘at any other time or place than that 
fixed by law for the delivery of the votes to 
Congress” ; and that Congress must then 


proceed to count them. All of which in- 


duces the belief that the Times man con- 
ceives the joint assembly that witnesses the 
opening of votes to be no less than Congress 
itself. 

Perhaps a little elementary instruction 
may help the Times man to understand what 
Congress is, and to acknowledge the egregi- 
ous folly of assuming a joint session of indi- 
vidual Senators and Representatives to con- 
stitute Congress. The Constitution begins 
by saying that all legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in a Congress of the 
United States, which shall consist of a Senate 


and House of Representatives.” It then pro- 


ceeds to prescribe how the members of these 
two separate and independent branches are 
to be chosen. The Senate is composed of 
two Senators from each State, no matter 
how large or small the population may be; 
the House consists of members representing 
an apportionment of the population of each 
State, which may return one or forty Rep- 
resentatives. Each House is authorized by 
Congress to be the judge of the election 
of its pwn members, to make its 
own rules, to keep its own journal, to dis- 
cipline its own people, and the concurrence 
of the two Houses—that is, an agreement by 
separate action—is required for all legisla- 
tion. Separate and exclusive functions are 
assigned to the Houses. Thus the Senators 


have the exclusive right to confirm or reject 


the appointments by the President; the 
Representatives have the exclusive right to 
originate all bills for raising the revenue, 
The House alone can impeach, and the Sen- 
ate has the sole power to try the impeach- 
ments of public officers. The two together, 
but acting separately, independently, and 


concurrently, constitute Congress, and Con- 


gress does not result from a promiscuous in- 
termingling of the individual members of the 


Houses in some ebmmon place of meeting. 


There is no precedent, from the adoption’ 


of the Constitution down to the 
present day, where the Senators and 
Representatives coming together have 
assumed the functions of Congress, 
or done anything which had not previously 
been enjoined or authorized by Congress in 
the separate and concurrent action of the two 
Houses. A joint convention or mass-meet-

| rence, is Congress, we should like him to 


answer a few questions : 

Who is the presiding officer of the new- 
fangled ‘* Congress ”? he 

To whom does a member of the mass- 
meeting address himself when he speaks? 

Who is authorized to call a member to 
order or decide a point of order? 

Who are the clerks, tellers, and officers of 
this Congress, and who makes up the 
record of its proceedings? 

How do members vote,—viva voce, stand- 
ing, by ballot, or by tellers ? 

How are votes counted,—by States or indi- 
viduals? In the latter case does the vote of 
one Senator merely equal that of one Repre- 
sentative, notwithstanding the fundamental 
difference of organization which gives the 
little State of Delaware two Senators though 
it has only one Representative, and New 


| York only two Senators though it has thirty- 


five Representatives ? 

These questions might be multiplied in- 
definitely without any hope of an intelligent 
answer from the astute person who writes 
the Times articles and conceives the jumble 
of Senators and Representatives in a mass- 
meeting to be Congress. We can only rec- 
ommend him to study @ little better the 
fundamental law which creates Congress. Of 
course the two Houses which constitute Con- 
gress can, by concurrent action, agree upon 
some plan whereby both can participate in 
joint session in a counting of the Electoral 
votes, and we hope they will be able to do 
so. But if they neglect to do this, and 
merely come together on the 14th of Febru- 
ary without statute, rule, or regulation to 
govern their session, there will simply be a 
mass-meeting whose proceedings, if any be 
taken, will be without any authority. It will 
not be Congress, and the meeting cannot dis- 
cuss, or object, or vote, or act as Congress. 
The persons assembled will either suck their 
thumbs and stare blankly at each other, or 
else they may wrangle or dispute like any 
other mass-meeting in which two factions 
participate; but they can do as Con- 
gress in this condition, as any can 
spell out the Constitution might have told 
the astate Times man. 

THE ELECTION IN LOUISIANA. 

The Democracy has already .conceded the 
Electoral vote of South Carolina and Florida 
to Mr. Harn, and is not inclined to insist 
upon the farce that was played in Oregon. 
This leaves Louisiana as the only State where 
there is any contest. In that State the 
Democrats claim that the Returning Board 
has counted them out by fraud, and the Re- 
publicans claim that the Democrats carried 
the State for TD, on the face of the re- 
turns, by the use of violence, terrorism, in- 
timidation, and other illegal practices that 
are included in the term ‘* bulldozing.” The 
settlement of the questions pending, as rep- 
resented in these two claims, is very simple. 
It is the duty of the Returning Board of 
Louisiana under the election laws of the 
State to throw out the votes of those parishes 
where it is established by competent testi- 
mony that intimidation was practiced to such 
extent that voters were afraid to vote 
or were prevented from exercising their 
rights by violence. In pursuance of their 
duty under the law, and upon the warrant of 
sufficient and competent testimony, the Re- 
turning Board has thrown out the votes of 
bulldozed parishes, some 10,000 or 12,000 in 
number, and the Electoral vote of the State 
has been declared by the constitutional au- 
thorities, under the laws of the State, to be 
for Hares and WILIA. The whole ques- 
tion may be summed up in the declaration 
that, if there was no violence practiced, the 
Democrats are entitled to the State; if there 
was violenoe practiced, the Republicans are 
entitled to it, and the Returning Board was 
right beyond any shadow of doubt in throw- 
ing out the votes of those parishes where 
the violence was practiced. 

Upon this point, Mr. Reprrexp, the ac- 
complished correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial, contributes some very valuable 
and convincing testimony. In estimating 
the importance of his testimony, it 
should be remembered that Mr. Rep- 
FIELD is one of the most thoughtful 
and impartial correspondents in this country. 
His sympathies as well as his votes have 
chiefly been Democratic. At the outset, and 
until he went to Louisiana, he believed that

may have had somethmg to do the calamity? 
We know by experience that cold will make iron 
brittle, while warmth makes it more wiry and 
tenacious. I would like to learn your opinion 
upon the subject for the, benefit of the traveling 
community. spectfally, P. H. KNionr. 


The text-books require us to believe that the 
cohesive power of a material increases with 3 
diminution of temperature; and men who are 
learned in those matters try to account for the 
tendency of iron to snap fin very cold weather 
in other ways than by admitting that “ warmth 
makes it more wiry ana tenacious.”” They tell 
us that the reason why cast or rolled iron rails 
break easily in heavy frosts is, that the earth in 
which the sleepers rest is then hard, and has 
no “give” to it. They also claim that the 
jolting of a rolling car on the rails is materially 
increased by the shortening of those rails un- 
der low temperature, which leaves a wide open- 
ing between them at the ends where they theo- 
retically meet. .

THE INQUEST. 
: G. A. KNAPP’S TESTIMONY. 

Asnrasuta, O., Jan. -The inquest com- 
menced this morning at 10 o’clock. 

The first witness, G. A. Knapp, Chief Eu- 
gineer of the Fire Department, said: One en- 
gine was on the spot when I arrived, at about 
8:3 This engine, the ion,“ had a 
large amount of hose when arrived at the 
fire. Asked Mr. Strong, s agent for the 
Railroad Company, which side we should throw 
the water from. Mr. said he didn’t: 
want any water; that he wanted help to get the 
people out. Know there was a pipe at the 
pum p-house to which the hose might have been 
joined. The engine was there and had 
all steam up. Witness did not order 
any water thrown, because he was ordered not 
to. Was in supreme command of the Fire De- 
partment. The wreck was burning considerably 
when he arrived. The last person taken out 
alive was half an hour after his arrival. Thinks 
the bodies could bave been saved so that they 
might have been recognized by friends. Could 
have sent two streams on the fire. All he saw 
done toward putting out the fire was calling for 
buckets. Think there were persons enough to 
put out the fire. Have noother reason than 
stated for not throwing water on the fire. No 
one made any effort to hinder the witness 
from throwing water — the wreck. 
There were no intimations t he should not 
throw water in order that the bodies might not 
be recognized. He had a perfect right to throw 
water, notwithstan what Mr. Strong said. 
Simply thought that if they didn’t want the 
water thrown he didn’t want to throw any. 
Heard screams and groans from the 1 
knew he had the right and authority to throw 
water, but had po reason for not ey - ex- 
cept that Mr. Strong told him not to. His ex- 
citement was very great, but knew what he 
ought todo. Should have thrown water if he 
had not been prevented bythe statement of 
Mr. Strong. 

THE NEXT WITNESS 
was A. A. Strong, station agent. Heard of the 
accident immediately upon its occurrence, and 
hastened to the bridge. He devoted himself 
principally to caring for the wounded, and 
ordered a road to be broken through the snow 
to the top of the hill, that the injured might be 
carried up. At the time of his arrival at the 
scene the fire was in progress the whole length 
of the wreck. The appliances of the Company 
for putting out fires at the station at the time of 
the accident were three hydrants and no hose. 
Received no orders from the Company except to 
do all in his power to reseue the wounded 
and get them to places of safety. Received no 
instructions from any source not to put water 
on the fire, and don’t know of any such orders 
being received by any one, No objection was 
made, to his knowledge, to the use of the ii- 
ances at the depot for putting out the fire. Can- 
not state pe the hose was not attached for the 

rowing water, except that there 
orders given by the om 
cials of the fire company. when Mr. 
Knapp was seen by witness. The 
throwing water upon the fire Wwoukiy have been 
undoubtedly to preserve some Of the bodies so 
they could have been recognized, He don’t be- 
lieve that any lives could have beeu saved, as 
there were no shrieks heard when he arrived at 
the wreck. 

Witness made no effort to control the action 
of the Fire Department in regard to the wreck.

WHAT HE FELT AND SAW AT ASHTABULA. 

Another of those saved at the terrible acci- 
dent at Ashtabula—Mr. George A. White, of 
Boston, a member of the firm uf D. D. White &

seed rather light. Furs were steady and sala- 
ble to dealers, with the receipts fair.

CURIOUS JUSTICE, 
SANDY WHITE'S ESCAPE. 

A most dangerous character named Alexan- 
der or Sandy White escaped the meshes of 
the law at Justice Pollak’s Court yesterday af- 
ternoon, but it is to be hoped that he will soon 
be brought to justice. The facts are briefly as 
follows: Upon the 8th of May last the resi- 
dence of Philip Baer, No. 1233 Indiana avenue, 
was burglarized, and jewelry and diamonds val- 
ued at some $600 were stolen. Suspicion set- 
tled on some plasterers who were work- 
ing in the house at the time un- 
der the employ of a boss-plasterer named 
Smith. Inafew days two of them, Edward 
Shepherd and a young son of the contractor, 
were arrested for the theft, and both were held 
over to the Criminal Court. Subsequently 
Shepherd. escaped prosecution, but the con- 
tractor’s son was found guilty and remanded 
for sentence, but in some way, inscrutable to all 
save his friends and the Judge on the bench at 
that ti he was set at liberty. He was at this 
time the self-acknowledged thief, and it was 
deemed best that he should skip out for Can- 


ada. To this end he procured from White one 
of the diamond and $40 in cash, 
White having de the stow-away“ 


of the roperty pending the litigation. 
He had worked one Saturday afternoon, had 
ransacked the drawers and located the plunder, 
and had put up the job for the boy to take it, 
hence he was the only person to whom Shep- 
herd or Smith could turn for aid, and he was 
therefore given the swag to plant“ or sell 
for the purpose of getting legal aid. The stuff 
was first located by White at John Ryan’s sa- 
joon, a noted Democratic political resort on 
2 street, — NI where Ed
